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1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Errors noted by the Examiner include: 

page 5, line 1 8, at the end of the line one of the colon and the dash should be deleted; 
page 22, line 13, it appears that "effect" should be -affect--; and 
page 24, lines 3-9, where a single letter represents an equation parameter and that 
parameter is mentioned in a sentence or paragraph (as is the case with "y" and "a" in this portion 
of page 24), each occurrence of such single-letter parameter(s) should be distinguished from 
other single-letter usage (e.g., where "a" is intended to be a word) by presenting the single-letter 
parameter in italics (e.g. a), between quotation marks (e.g. "a"), etc., in order to avoid confiision 
about whether a word or a parameter is intended—note, e.g., the phrase "increasing the value of a 
with the size..." on line 7, which appears to be grammatically incorrect. 

2. The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 1 , a lead line is needed for reference 
numeral "34" (see the middle of the figure), per 37 CFR 1.84(q). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

In claim 34, the recitation that the control input (e.g. disclosed elements 14,16,18) 
includes "a screen comprising a conductive layer which forms the primary receiver" does not 
appear to be adequately taught in the disclosure. Other than where the language of the claim is 
repeated verbatim at page 4, lines 22-24 (i.e., in the "summary" portion of the description), there 
appears to be no explanation as to which disclosed element defines, or includes, a "conductive 
layer" that may be characterized as at least part of a "screen" and also serves as the "primary 
receiver" (note in Fig. 1, "primary receiver antenna 22 in the form of a wire"~page 6, line 18); 
nor does there appear to be any mention that such a "layer" or "screen" may serve as an altemate 
embodiment to one of the embodiments (or elements) that are shown and described. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 15 depends fi-om a canceled claim (i.e. claim 9); thus, the scope of this claim 
cannot be determined. 
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8. Claims 1-14, 16-20, 22-25, 27-33 are allowed. 

Claims 15, 21, 26 and 34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, and/or the objection(s) under 37 CFR 1.75(a), set forth in this 
Office action. 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The art cited by applicant has been considered. Stanley et al (US 2003/0009273) and 
Brun del Re et al (US 2004/73104) are U.S. equivalents of foreign documents which were cited 
in the Search Report for related application PCT/GB2004/003420. Beuk et al (US 5923267) and 
Higuchi et al (US 5784036) were discussed by applicant in the specification. Baba et al (US 
2002/38947) is cited to fiirther show the state of the art.
